ity hurled ksclf against the stone wall. 
The only vote taken wa* on a motion de­ 
signed to overrule the decision of the 
speaker and direct the committee on 
foreign affairs to report w ithout farther 
delay the Cuban resolution .passed by 
the senate at the last session. 
The Re­ 
publicans stood solid aud voted to sus­ 
tain the chair. 
The galleries were banked to th* 
doors and there was <Jftsiderable excite* 
meat throughout the early part of the 
session when the members of the minor­ 
ity were successively pressing all sort of 
amendments bearing on 
the Cuban 
question for the purpose of em ba m u ss­ 
ing the majority. 
During the debate Chairman H ilt of 
the foreign affairs committee made sn 
impressive speech of less than an hour 
explaining at 
length 
the 
situation 
which made action by congress inad- 
vidble. 
He spoke with impassioned 
words of the president's sympathy with 
the struggle for Cuban independence 
and the achievements of the present ad­ 
ministration. 
The release of American 
prisoners in Cuba, the recall of Weyler, 
the abandonment 'of the policy of con­ 
centration and the autonomy scheme he 
contributed to the firm attitude of the 
president sud contrasted these results 
with the inaction of the last adm inistra­ 
tion. 
He averred that belligerent rights 
could mot aid the insurgent cause, and 
perhaps the most dramatic portion of 
his speech came when he declared that 
the insurgents only wished for belliger­ 
ent rights in the hope and belief that 
this country would be embroiled iu a 
war with Spain, which would give them 
their freedom with our triumph. 
He 
asserted that tho president must assume 
the responsibilitv of any actiou which 
might eventuate iu war and appealed to 
both si des of the chamber to patriotically 
support the executive if a crisis shall 
come. 
While he could not prophecy as to the 
future, he solemnly assured the house 
that the president would not disappoint 
the expectations of his countrymen. 
Throughout Mr. H itt's speech he was 
listened to with tho closest attention 
Members crowded about him aud UA 
thronged galleries leaned over to catch 
his words. 
As he concluded a roar of 
applause swept the floor and the gal­ 
leries.

Strongest P ie* In Furor of f a c ie Sam 
C ontrolling These A rteries o f Trade 
Made by a R ailroad Man—Scandal and 
Jobbery 
W oald

Change o f Conditions. 


C hicag o, Jan. 20.—President Ripley 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroad has written a letter to the ed­ 
itor of a Kansas Populist paper, reply­ 
ing to a communication published in 
that paper citing the number of people 
killed by the railroads of the United 
States as a reason why these railroads 
should be put under government con­ 
tro l 
Mr. Ripley points out that the 
railways carry the whole population of 
the state of Kansas two and a half times 
over before one passenger is killed; that 
last year the trains on the railways in 
Kansas ran over 800,000 miles, yet only 
one employe’s life was sacrificed for 
every 431,000 miles. 
Of 4,406 others killed in the United 
States in 1896, the reports show that 
3,811 were tresspassers, that is to say 
out of every 22 persons killed 19 were 
killed because they were breaking the 
law and were in places where the rail­ 
way people had no reason to expect to 
find them. 
He draws the conclusion that the plea 
of government ownership because of

is 
worthless. 
Next comes 
the 
question whether or

the 
owners 
of 
railways 
are 
opposed 
to government 
ownership 
aud 
be 
points out that the strongest pica made 
in behalf of government ownership is 
that of T. B. Blackstone, president of 
the Chicago and Alton road who urged 
it as a measure of justice to the railway 
investors. 
There is no holder of rail­ 
way securities, he says, who does uot 
believe that those securities would be 
advanced in value if there was any 
prospect of the govern meut buying 
them 
The most serious considerations are, 
Mr. Ripley says, political ones. 
There 
850.000 railway employes in the United 
States. 
Under government ownership 
each one of these would be a political 
appointee. 
This, he says, would not 
colly lower the character of the service, 
but "would be appalling in the tremen­ 
dous political supremacy which those 
850.000 employes woald give to the 
party in power. 
"W orse still would be the political re­ 
sults of the contracts for the construc­ 
tion of new lines, etc. 
The scands’s 
and jobbery af the river and harbor ap­ 
propriation* TC of the tariff bill would 
be nothing compared to the field which 
would be open to the spoilsmen by the 
railways. 
The bmld;ng of new lines 
would depend entirely on political ‘pull.’ 
Districts or states of a political com­ 
plexion opposed to that of the party in 
power would have to wait till the crack 
of doom for any new lines, and in dis­ 
trict* where the friends of the adminis­ 
tration aune from there would be lines 
as thick as stripes on a cat's back.”

In St. Nioholns there is an article on 
The Pori la of a Firem an’s L ife,” by 
Charles T. H ill, who has w ritten sev­ 
eral articles on the New York fire de­ 
partm ent for tiffs magazine. 
Mr. H ill 
fays: 
N ext to a dangerous cellar fire noth­ 
ing is m ore dreaded by the m en than 
what is know n in their own language 
as tho “ back d ra ft.” This is a sudden 
veering of th e flames, usually caused 
by the burning away of some portion of 
the building th at gives the fire renewed 
draft aud changes its course com pletely. 
The firemen arrive and find the w hole 
second or th ird floor of a building in 
flames. Axes in hand, they sm asn open 
the doors, and w ith the bose dash up 
the stairw ay. 
This is all afire, and the 
flames are rolling above like a red p a ll 
W ith the engine at work and good pres­ 
sure on the line, the battle between the 
two elem ents, fire and water, begins. 
Inch by inch tho men fight th e ir way 
up the stairw ay, now to retreat as the 
fire gains upon them aud now to ad­ 
vance as it rolls away for a m om ent 
The encouraging words of the com ­ 
m anding officer are heard behind them 
urging them on: “ Now, get in, boys! 
T hat’s it— get iu —gct in! M ake the 
next landing? 
H it it up, boys!” and 
all the o tk tr words of encouragem ent 
that he usually gives. 
They finally reach the landing. They 
are on the floor w ith the fire. 
I t rolls 
away from them . They drive it farther 
hack. Encouraged by their seem ing vic­ 
tory, they drag up more of the heavy 
hose to m ake a final dash at it, w hen 
suddenly som ething falls in a t the rear 
of the fire th a t gives it renewed draft. 
It rolls tow ard them, an im penetrable 
w all of fire— the deadly back draft! 
Their only chance of escape is to throw 
themselves upon their faces, in hope 
that it may roll over them, or to hurl 
themselves dow n the stairs up w hich 
they have so gallantly fought th eir way. 
Bettor a broken leg or arm than death 
by roasting, and the w ater of 50 en ­ 
gines could never stay the progress of 
th a t aw ful w ave of flame.

Chic ago, Jan. 20.—President Ripley 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroad has written a letter to the ed­ 
itor of a Kansas Populist paper, reply­ 
ing to a communication published In 
that paper citing the number of people 
killed by the railroads of the United 
States os a reason why these railroads 
should be put under government con­ 
trol. 
Mr. Ripley points out that the 
railways carry the whole population of 
the state of Kansas two and a half times 
over before one passenger is killed; that 
last year the trains on the railways in 
Kansas ran over 800,000 miles, yet only 
one employe’s life was sacrificed for 
every 431,000 miles. 
Of 4,406 others killed in the United 
States in 1896, the reports abow that 
3,811 were tresspassers, that is to say 
out of every 22 persons killed 19 were 
killed because they were breaking the 
law and were in places where the rail­ 
way people had *0 reason to expect to 
find them. 
He draws the conclusion that the plea

worthless. 
Next comes

points out that the strongest plea made 
in behalf of government ownership is 
that of T. B. Blackstone, president of 
the Chicago and Alton road who urged 
it as a measure of justice to the railway 
investors.

OLD CATERER ON TERRAPIN. 


W h e n I t Is H e a d y , t h e S a tis f a c tio n I s I n 
“ F a tin g I t A ll Y o n rs e lf.n 
James Prosser, a famous colored ca­ 
terer of this city, dead brog ago, fur 
nisbed the following formula for pre 
paring and serving terrapin, which was 
published in a gastronomi journal at the 
time when he was on earth: 
“ You can’t enjoy terrapin unless the 
day is uippin. Temperature aud terra 
pin go hand in hand. 
Now, as to your 
terrapin. 
Hle:-s yon, there is all the 
difference in the world in them. The 
more northerly is the terrapin found the 
better. Yon eat a Florida terrapin—you 
needn’t despise it, for terrapin is terra­ 
pin everywhere—but you get a Chesa­ 
peake oho or a Delaware bay one, or, 
bettor still, a Long Island one, aud there 
is just the difference between $10 a 
dozen aud #36, 
Warm water kinder 
washes the delicate flavor out of them. 
Don’t yon let Mr. Bergh know it, but 
your terrapin must be boiled 
alive* 
Have a good big pot, with a hot fire un­ 
der it, ho that lie shun t languish, anti 
when it bas got on a full head of steam 
pop him in. What I urn gum to give is 
a recipe for a stogie one. lf you are aw­ 
fully rich and go in for a gross of terra­ 
pin, just use your multiplication table. 
Just as soot! as he eaves in watch him 
aud try his flippers. 
When they part 
when you pry then with your finger 
nail, he is good. Open him nicely with 
a knife. Biliu of him dislocates the 
snuffbox 
Tht ro ain’t overmuch of it, 
more s the pity. 
The most is in the 
jints of the legs and side lockers, but if 
you want to commit murder just you 
smash his gall, aud then your terrapin 
is gone forever. Watch closely for exp­ 
and handle them gingerly. Now, bav­ 
in got him or Lur all into shape, put 
the meat aside. 'Like three fresh eggs— 
you lutist have them fresh. 
Bile ’em 
hard aud mash ’em smooth. Add to 
that a tablespoonful of sifted 
flour, 
three tablespoonfuls of cream, salt aud 
pepper (red pepper to a terrapin is just 
depravity) and two wineglasses of sher­ 
ry wine. 
Wine as costs #3.50 a bottle 
ain’t a bit too good. There never was a 
gotega in all Portugal that wouldn’t 
think itself honored to have itself mixed 
upw’ith a terrapin. Now you w ant quite 
a quarter af a pound of the very best 
fresh butter and put that in a porcelain 
covered pan aud melt it first—mustn’t 
be browned. When it’s corno to be oily, 
put in your terrapin, yolks of egg, wine 
and all. Let it simmer gently. 
Bilio 
up two or three times does the business. 
What you are after is t<* make it blend. 
There ain't nothin that must bo too point­ 
ed in terrapin stew. It wants to be a 
quiet thing, a suave thing, just pervad­ 
ed with a most beautiful and natural 
terrapin aroma 
You must serve it to 
the people that tats it on a hot plato, 
but the real thing is to have it on I 
chafin dish, aud though a man ough'- 
not to be selfish there is a kind of divine 
satisfaction in eatin it all yourself.” — 
Philadelphia Times.

On the occasion of my last visit to Con­ 
stantinople I happened to have a map 
of Asia Minor among my papers, the 
discovery of w hich greatly agitated th* 
exam ining effendi, who spoke in a lan­ 
guage he thought was French.

Azeea M eenoor!” he exclaim ed as he 
spread it out. continuing in his Turko* 
French, "Show me Krzerum.” H aving 
pointed out to bim the spot where that 
city was to be found, he began running 
his finger over the map until he strnck 
upon the letter A. 
This seemed alm ost 
to take bis breath away, but when a 
short distance to the right of it he 
found the letter R he fairly gasped. 
The detection of the letter M follow ing 
it was lik j an electric shock, aud a 
bomb explosion could not have startled 
him more than the discovery of the let­ 
ter E. 
By the tim e he had deciphered 
the rem aining letters, N IA , I saw that 
the gam e was up, and as he folded up 
m y 
precious 
map and in stern aud 
measured syllables announced to me 
that it w as "de-fon-dew , con-fis-kay, ” 
I knew that it was lost to me forever.

T his is a sudden 
veering o f the flames, usually caused 
by the burning away of some portion of 
the building that gives the fire renewed 
draft aud changes its course com pletely. 
The firemen arrive and find the w hole 
sect md or third floor of a building in 
flames. A xes ta hand, they smash open 
the doors, and w ith the bose dash up 
the stairw ay. 
T his is all afire, and the 
flumes are rollin g above like a red p a ll 
W ith the engine at work and good pres­ 
sure on the line, the battle between the 
tw o elem ents, Are and water, begins. 
Inch by inch the men tight their way 
up the stairw ay, now to retreat as the 
fire ga in s upon them and now to ad­ 
vance as it rolls away for a m om ent 
The encouraging words of 
the com ­ 
m anding officer are heard behind them 
urging them on: " N ow , get in, boys! 
T hat’s it— get in — get in! 
Make the 
next landing? 
H it it up, boys?" aud 
all the other words of encouragem ent 
that he usually gives. 
They finally reach the landing. They 
are on the floor w ith the lire. 
It rolls 
aw ay from them . They drive it farther 
back. Encouraged by their seem ing vic­ 
tory, they drag up more of the heavy 
hose to m ake a final dash at it, w ben 
suddenly som ething falls in at the rear 
of the fire that gives it renewed draft. 
It rolls toward them , an im penetrable

of fire— the deadly back draft! 
T heir only chance of escape is to throw 
them selves upon their faces, in hope 
that it may roll over them , or to hurl 
them selves down Hie stairs up w hich 
they have so gallantly fought their way.
